LONDON LETTER.

_ ‘Longo, 13th August. 

Probably no news letter hes been written 
for.the cdlonial papers lately without sme 
‘vefersnce to tha unusually heavy rainfoll in 
England this year. We are told. by. the 
ineteorological experta, and can easily credit the 
statenient, that the present summor is establish- 
ing a record so far o¢ rainfall is conceraed. 
At Grevawich the measuromont of rain for 
June was 6.07in,, for July 5.28in.” and on yet 
thia month the amount is 2.14, making a total 
of 13.49in, for the summor, with nearly twouty 
days remaining, ‘This ia the largest rainfall 
measured at Greenwich for the three saumer 
months, Jone to August, daring tho last sixty 
years, with tho cxooption of tho summer of 
1888,’ whon the total rvinfall was 13.84in. or 
0.35in. more than in the present summer; but 
there is ample tims for this small difforencs to 
bo made up, and there seoms every reason to 
anticipate that the summer of 1903 will, for 
vain at leas', beat the record,
